QUESTIONS and ANSWERS 

ON THE NEW 

FICTITIOUS NAME LAW 


11. QUESTION: What is the cost of filing and 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Sfatufory filing fee for the new 
statement, inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by the County Clerk, is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge tor the four insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 

12. QUESTION: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER: Yes, provided two or more filing 
fees of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk for 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer’s proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk for 
filing with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name. 


I. QUESTIQN: When does the new Fictitious 
Name Law take effect? 

ANSWER: It took effect on July 1, 1971.

2. QUESTIQN: Who must file the required new 
statement of doing business under a fictitious name? 

ANSWER: All individuals, partnerships and 
corporations which operate under names not their 
own must file. All old certificates expired June 
30, 1971. 


3. QUESTIQN: What is a Fictitous Firm Name? 

ANSWER: Qne that does not Include the 
surname of the operator, or one that implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers, 
Sons, Associates, Company": or if a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered in the 
Articles of Incorporation. 


4. QUESTIQN: What is the purpose of the ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are designed to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identify 
the person or persons with whom he is really dealing. 


13, QUESTIQN: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-filing is made at the end of each five 
year period if there has been an'/ "change in 
information” which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
tbe years thereafter. 


New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the fUings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 

The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh- 
boriiood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
dd certificate. 

A fictitious name. Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
tbe surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and 'Time Clock Repair Shop’’ and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe’’ or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,’’ the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name.

5. QUESTIQN: Must all firm presently doing busi 
ness under fictitious names file new statements? 

ANSWER: Yes, all must re-file under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code. 


14. QUESTIQN: Is it mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used in tiling and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided It is of the 8^/2 by 11-inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council tor forms, 
and provided it embraces all items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that may be 
printed on the forms for Identification or informa¬ 
tional purposes. 


6 . QUESTIQN: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of filing? 

ANSWER: County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1, 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish. 

7. QUESTIQN: Precisely what is the process tor 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Publication must be made once a 
week for four weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating in the area of the affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after filing. 
And proof of publication must be tiled with the 
County Clerk within 30 days after completion of 
publication. 


15. QUESTIQN: After July 1 , 1971, will all new 
filings require pubicatlon? 

ANSWER: All new tilings will require pub- 
ication until December 31, 1976. (Ruling of the 
County Clerk of Los Angeles County.) 

16. QUESTIQN; What other values do registrants 
gain through publication of Fictitious Firm Names? 

ANSWER: Evidential proof of priority is esta¬ 
blished In the event competitors later use or file 
under the same name. Also their is direct advertising 
value for the firm through publication four times 
in a local newspaper of substantial circuation of the 
name and address of the business, it being noted 
that newspapers frequently print such names in 
black face type In capital letters, spaced separately. 


8 . QUESTIQN; Is a filing of the new form 
since January 1, 1971, adequate? 

ANSWER: Yes, filings under the new law 
have been accepted since January 1, to be effec¬ 
tive July 1, 1971.

9. QUESTION: What is the penalty tor failure 
to tile and publish? 

ANSWER: One penalty will be inability to 
maintain a court action until the law has been com¬ 
plied with. In addition, most banks demand evidence 
of filing and publication prior to opening an ac¬ 
count under a fictitious firm name.

What we’re really fishing 
for are environmental facts. 

At the San Onofre power plant, 
located near San Clemente, sea watet 
is used to cool the plant condensers, 
and then the warmed water is 
returned to the sea. 

To determine whether this harms 
the marine environment, Edison 
commissioned an oceanographic 
company of national stature to 
monitor the offshore waters both 
before and after the plant was built.. 
Monitoring began in mid-1963 
—four-and-a-half years before the 
plant commenced commercial 
operation—and has continued ever 
since. 

Result: twenty-one reports reveal no 
significant changes in the marine 
environment. And that includes 
three years of plant operation. 

In addition, the California State 
Department of Fish and Game made 
its own study of the same marine 


area in 1969. The Department 
concluded that the nuclear unit’s 
operation did not appear to have had 
an adverse effect on the near-shore 
marine environment. 

Aside from warm water, some people 
may be concerned about radiation 
from nuclear power plants. Actually, 
natural background radiation is 
everywhere and always has been. It 
comes from the air you breathe, the 
food you eat, the materials used to 
build your home. The San Onofre 
nuclear power plant is a source of 
some radiation, too. The question is, 
how much? 


The answer: so little that an 
elaborate monitoring program of the 
land, air and offshore waters near 
San Onofre has established that the 
amount is insignificant compared 
with natural background radiation. 
Far less, for example, than the 
additional amount received by 
moving from a wood to a stone or 
concrete home or apartment house. 

Based on these and other facts, we 
believe nuclear plants are a safe and 
sensible way to generate electricity. 
Clean, too. Since there’s no 
combustion in a nuclear reactor, no. 
by-products of combustion are 
released into the atmosphere. 

At Edison, we plan to rely more and 
more on nuclear power to meet the 
growing need for electricity in the 
14-county area we serve.

Fair Hearing 


Business is under attack. You no doubt know this. 
What you may not know is that this attack, which initially 
came from individuals, is now organized. 

It is growing in intensity and leading to harrassment 
and condemnation which threaten to undermine the basic 
foundations of the eompotitive market system. 

The attack is not confined to big companies. It is 
against all industry, large and small, and all typos of 
liusincss — and even the professions. 

The aim sei-ms to be to alienate the worker, stock¬ 
holder and the public from private enterprise, and make 
the consumer feel that he is being neglected, and that 
new products are dcliboratly manufactured in an inferior 
fashion. 

The attack portrays businessmen as greedy and un¬ 
caring — and corporations as unresponsive to consumer 
complaints. 

If this attack succeeds, the foes of private enterprise 
will wreck a system that has done more than any other 
in the worid to meet the needs of the people. 

Sources of Criticism 

Complaint and discontent arise from three broad 
areas: 

1. The continuing problem of inflation. People feel 
they are not getting value for their money. 

2. The environmental crusade. “Pollution comes out 
of factories” — owned by business. 

3. The wave of consumerism. Some consumer com¬ 
plaints are valid. But too many of them are irresponsible. 
All contribute to an atmosphere of suspicion and distrust 
toward business. 

The organized critics of business ■work these three 
fields to the limit. They are sophisticated in using the 
law and political processes to gain their ends. 

For some reason, the most disquieting voices come 
from perfectly respectable elements of society: The col¬ 
lege campus, the pulpit, intellectual and literary journals 
and politicians. In most of these groups, the participa¬ 
tion is only by individuals. Yet, they are often the most 
articulate and prolific in their writing and speaking. 

What's the Answer? 

The overriding need, as I see it, is for the thinking 
people of the country to recognize that the ultimate Issue 
may be survival of the private enterprise system, and all 
that it means to the strength and prosperity of the 
nation. 

There is need for a better understanding of what is 
back of the criticisms. And there is need to ensure that 
all sides in the controversy get a fair hearing. 

There is need for constructive self-examination on the 
part of business to determine whether there may be some 
grounds for the criticisms. And if so, make the required 
improvements. 

American industry is based on integrity, on quality of 
goods, fair dealing, and long-range good will. Not on 
knavery. 

We must create a spirit of mutual confidence between 
business and consumers. 

America can solve almost any of its problems, if it 
can keep its immensely productive economic system in 
good working order. But if damage Is brought to this 
wondrous machine, we are in deep trouble.
